RE: Budget Adjustment Ordinance 


In accordance with the City’s Budget Adjustment Policy, requests for budget 
adjustments must be submitted to the Controller's office by March 1, June 1, 
September 1, and November 1. Attached is an ordinance detailing those 
appropriation requests submitted by November 1. They have been approved by the 
respective Division Head, the Controller, and the Mayor. 


Additional Appropriation 


1... The Mayor's Office requests an additional appropriation of $11,201 in the 
4100's. Funds are needed to pay Veteran's Affair Officer for 2nd half of 
year. The County will reimburse the City. 


DE Abandoned Vehicle Department requests an additional appropriation of 
$3,000 in the 4300’s to cover vehicle auction publication notices. Funds 
are available from a disappropriation in Neighborhood Code. 


oF The Cable TV Fund requires an additional appropriation of $73,000 to pay 
for 1993 grants. These grants should have been charged to 1993 but were 
not. Unencumbered funds are available. 


4. The Police Pension Fund requires an additional appropriation of $175,000 
in the 4100's to cover pension payments for the remainder of the year. 
The 1994 budget was underestimated. Funds are available in fund balance. 


5. The Fire Pension Fund requires an additional appropriation of $150,000 in 
the 4100’s to cover pension payments for the remainder of the year. At 
the time of the 94 budget, 93 and 94 pay increases were unknown. Funds 
are available in fund balance.
